In the remark applicants argue that cited reference failed to teach: "provide questions to the user, for which user would provide a 
response". 

In response to applicants' arguments 

- Prior art Rosen (USPT 6,824,069) teaches providing the inquiry to the user for more information as pointed out in FIG. 5-10 and their 
associated disclosure. It should be noted that applicants' claims include the transitional term "comprising", which is synonymous with 
"including," "containing," or "characterized by," is inclusive or open-ended and does not exclude additional, unrecited elements or method 
steps. See, e.g., > Mars Inc. v. H.J. Heinz Co., 377 F.3d 1369, 1376, 71 USPQ2d 1837, 1843 (Fed. Cir. 2004). Thus, whether or not 
Rosen provides the questions after user pressing a few buttons, does not exclude from the method steps of the claims. 

- Furthermore, Dictionary.com defines the word question as "An expression of inquiry that invites or calls for a reply". One of ordinary skill 
in the art would recorgnize that the message in Rosen, "SET BEGINNING TIME FOR PERIOD 1 THEN TOUCH NEXT", is an expression 
of "requesting for information" or "inquiry" (as defines in Dictionary.com for INQUIRY) that expect a response from the user or no changes 
can be made. Even though there is no question mark "?" provided with above message, it is cleared that the Rosen's message is asking 
the user to provide more information regarding a period times in order to update the times for the period. Thus, the limitations are taught 
by Rosen. 
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
